Iron Production. 


In the first six months of 1873, the export 
of rails from England to this country was 
140,000 tons less than in the same period 
of the year before. For the whole year, 
the falling off was 282,000 tons. Yet Eng- 
land’s export to other countries showed a 
large increase. This decadence is due 
partly to the increased cost of-production 
in England, owing to higher labor charges 
and the difficulty of getting cheap coal, and 
partly to the remarkable expansion of the 
iron business here. In 1854 the total pro- 
duction of pigironin the United States was 
736,000 tons. In 1866 it was 1,350,343; 
last year it was 2,695,434, a falling off of 
135,000 tons from the year before. This 
was owing to the panic, which sent nearly 
all of the iron furnaces out of blast for a 
time. Their fires are now, however, mostly 
rekindled, and a healthy a is in 
progress.

A Courant editor, in a con- 
versation with some of the elder rail- | 
road officials of that city, derived some | 
interesting reminiscences of the early 
days of travel inthe United States, 
We copy a portion of his researches in 
this direction. The conversation be- 
gah by a reference to the great ad- 
vance made in railroad construction 
aud eduipment during the last twenty 
la great improvement since the Hart- 
ford and New Haven road was opened. 
It had then very meagre facilities, the 
roadbed was poor, had only scrap rails, 
which were all the time curling up and 
running through; the ear--fioors, the 
cars were small, and the locomotives 
weak. In fact, it didn’t take mueh 
to block a train of cars in those days. 
Sometimes an inch of snow on the rails 
wouid do it. Henry ©.. White, one of 
the first conductors on the road, tells 
how he and the baggage master used 
to sit in front of the locomotive, one 
on each side, aud brush off the snow 


‘train slowly crept along. Each had a 
pail of sand and sprinkled a handful on 
the rail when necessary. 6 driving 
wheels (engines had only one pair then) 
used to slip round, .and round, and tor. 


occasion a train got stuck on the Yales- 
ville grade by oné inch of snow, and | 
the wood and water gave out before 
the locomotive could overcome it. At 
last they got out the neighbors, yoked 
four pair of oxen to the train, and drew 
it, the passengers baggage and all, into 
Meridan wrth flying colors. 

In the early days’ of the road the 
stage-eoach drivera used to the 
cars with great contempt. Indeed, 
thirty years ago, the passenger trains | 
were three or four hourson the road to | 
New Haven, and the stage coaches 
went in about the same time. . Super- 
inteudent, Davidson remembers riding | 
with “his father close carriage 
drawn -by two horses in 1840, which 
had a race with a passenger train near 
Wallingford, where the turnpike and 
railroad are parallel, for three or four 
miles, and during all that time the 
carriage hept even ;with the .train, 
There were only two trains each way) 
(daily) then; carrying passengers 
and freight... The old cars were divi: 
ded into three compartments, opened 
on the side, and had twenty-four seats 
The locomotives had only 12 inch cyl: 
inders, and no cabs to protect the en- 
gineer and firemen from’ the wéather.

Health and Comfort in House Building. 


Dr. John Hayward, Vice-President of the 
Liverpool, Architectural and Archeological 
Society, has said some good things on the 
subject of house building and ventilation, of 
which the following is a specimen. 

There are eighteen conditions in house 
building absolutely necessary in a sanitary 
and medical point of view. Some of the 
more important are : due exposure to fresh 
air and sunlight, positive freedom from 
damp, a large cubic space for air, and abun- 
dant means for the escape of thefoul and 
the admission of fresh air. It is essen- 
tial that the air should be warmed previous 
to admission. Indeed, ventilation is the 
great and main necessity of house building ; 
whatever be left undone, that should be 
specially attended to. | | 

As to the temperature of the admitted air, 
no contrivance that communicates directly 
with out-of-door air can possibly answer in 
winter. This is especially the case as re- 
spects bed-rooms, which are often very im- 
properly constructed and arranged, so that 
the sick occupant. has to be in a current of 
air passing between the doorway and thé 
fireplace, from 28° to 35° in temperature, 
while the temperature of his body is 980 or 
99°. To this, in many cases, patients are 
exposed, and the evilis intensified when the 
bed has to stand between the fire and win- 
dow, and the beating draught is with the 
out-door air. To these unpropitious bed-

This plan has been tried, proved com-.

live in, and of the discomfort of living in 
houses built for gain, I do not hesitate, in 
reference to ordinary houses, to vary the 
well-known epigram, and say that, “ Knaves 
build houses, and fools live in them.”

The report of the Commissioners of Emi- 
gration shows that of the entire alien immi 

gration for 1873, of 266,818 persons,.more 
than one third, or 95,951, remained in the 
State of New York ; 43,982 stopped in the 
Middle States, and 243,68 went into the 
Eastern States; and as the great majority 
of these located in the latge cities, it is fair 
to assume that fully one-half the entire alien 
immigration remained in New York, Boston» 
Philadelphia, Baltimora and Washington. 
And since such is the case, who can won- 
der at the poverty, the distress, and the con- 
sequent sickness and other evils that area 
prominent fegture of our city life? Into the 
crowded tenements are pouring, month af- 
ter month, hordes of ignorarit foreigners, 
we are not qualified for other than the coars- 
est manual labor, for the performance’ of 
which they are already numbers.too many. 
Instead. of earrying their means, ifthey have 
any, to-where it will be of actualand extend- 
ed service to them, they fritter it away in a 
few days or weeks, in the city, and are then 


rooms may be traced many cases of con- {perforce tied to the locality they have chos- 


sumption, bronchitis, and asthma. 

In fever cases much fresh air is required, 
and sometimes an endeavor is made to ob- 
tain it even by opening the doors and win- 
dows, so that many typhus fever patients die 
of pneumonia,and many rheumatic fevers 
are prolonged and complicated ; and with 
all their knowledge and care medical men 
cannot prevent these evils, because of the 
defective construction of bedrooms. 


And it is not only patients in acute dis- 
eases who suffer from these imperfect archi- 
tectural arrangements. Most persons oc- 
casionally take cold, and in the majority of 
instances the cold falls on the respiratory 
organs, as influenza, sore throat, or bron- 
chitis, when the temperature of the air re- 
spired affects very materially the progress of 
the case, whether it shall be mild or severe, 
whether it shall be curable or fatal. In 
acute bronchitis, the temperature of the air 
respired should never be lower than 650 ; 
but how is it possible to obtain this temper- 
ature in ordinary bedrooms in winter, when 
bronchitis is most prevalent ? , 


and even when it is obtained by well-fit- 
ting windows and doors and large fires, mat- 
ters are not much better, for the very means 
taken to obtain warmth exclude fresh air, 
and subject the patient and his attendants 
to the evils of foul air. And draughts are 
equally pernicious in sittingzrooms, where 
persons may be roasted on one side and 
frozen on the other, resulting in neuralgia 
rheumatism, colds, coughs, asthma, con- 
sumption, and along train of cognate hu- 
man ills; and the chilly lobby contributes 
materially to these évil results. 


In some cases the Supply of fresh air to| 


a house is obtained principally through the 
water-closet. This is one of the evils that 
certain improvements in architecture and 
building have increased. The water-closet 
opens into the lobby ; the front door is 
-made to fit as tightly as possibile, to prevent 
cold draughts, and this prevents fresh air 
coming from the front ; while, with well-fit- 
ting intermediate doors to shut off kitchen 
smells, the admission of fresh air from the’ 
back of the house is prevented. ‘These ar- 
rangements make the lobby into a chamber 
with the termination of the main drain 
opening into it through the water-closet. In 
winter time the fires in the living rooms suck 
in the poisonous gases and disease germs 
through the closet-pan out of the drains. 
The general and complete remedy for the 
evils enumerated is ventilation with warm 
air by self-acting suction power. The first 
requirement of a healthy and comfortable 
house is an ample supply of fresh and agree- 
able warm air in the lobbies, and cogridors, 
or other central spaces out of which the 
rooms of the house open or draw their sup- 
ply. This is provided for by a tubular pipe 
atthe entrance opening, or somewhere in 
the lobby. The next thing is the admission 
of this air into the room, for which special 
outlets are provided, controlled by valves 
to accommodate the supply to the partial 
occupation of the room. The abstraction of 
the vitiated air is managed by a separate 


en. 

It would be greatly to the advantage of 
New York, if there were to be no further in- ‘ 
crease to the numbers of the working class- 
es, which already crowd it to excess ; and 
if the Charitable Bureau would employ 
agents in Castle Garden to induce emigrants 
to “go West,” they would be serving the 
City and emigrant at once. No wonder 
Communism threatens, and men and women 
starve in the streets, when it is assumed by 
these poor creatures that New York should 
furnish work for all the world ! 

Weare crowded to excess, and should re- 
ject, if possible, every accession of immi- 
gration for several years tocome. There 
are miles enough of broad lands in the West 
that need only the strong arm and the ready 
eye, while these at New York are at a dis- 
count. Unless New York is to be surren- 
dered to the aliens altogether, let the tide 
of emigration be directed elsewhere !— J.
